X. Kemp 
and Paul Bosnian, food and drug 
in.speelors for Hie t'ounty lieallli 
fieparlmeiil, sliow tlie reported 
Irieliinosis was caused liy eating 
r;;w liamlnirger wliicli was 
ground in the same macliine as 
was used for grinding porlt 
sau.sage. 

In Hie precautions against 
eating uncooked ground meat, 
Hie lieallli officer pointed out 
that on occasion the butcher 
may grind hi.s pork and his 
hamburger in the same machine 
and may not clean out the 
blade after grinding the pork. 
It this occurs. Hie beef or oilier 
meat ground in Hie same ma- 
eliine as Hie pork might be 
contaminated witli Hie trichin¬ 
osis larve. 

Inasmucli as it is po.ssible fo; 
liork, even Hiougli inspected to 
coni a in Hiis dormant larvae, 
Doctor Sutherland feels that tri- 
chinosis may be more preiavent 
than is reported. “Within a few 
days after eating underdone or 
uncooked infected meat, the pa¬ 
tient develops loss of appetite, 
pain in Hie abdomen, vomiting 
and frequoni diarrhea,” he said. 
"These symptonms can be mis¬ 
taken for several other ailments. 
However, in anoiher few days 
a fever develops witli a swell¬ 
ing over tile forehead and 
around Hie eyes. There is in- 
ten.se muscular pain similar lo 
rheumantic pains. 

He cautioned tliat a -physician 
should bo consulted in the ad¬ 
vent of these symptoms as the 
disease needs special treatment. 

He further cautioned that all 
pork should he cooked until the 
flesh is greyish-white before 
eating as only heat or freezing
